BULLETIN. 


St. Petersburg, July 31.—The Em- 


peror of Russia today gave an audi- 
ence to the German ambassador, and 
subsequently 
presided 
over a full 


council of ministers, attended by the 
chief of the army general staff. 


London, July 31.—Official announce- 


ment of the resumption of the "cou- 
. versations" at St. Petersburg and Vi- 


enna came today at a moment when 
pessimism had taken possession of all 
Europe. The hope that it might lead 
to rt peaceable solution was grasped 
with desperation, but the news was 
offset 
later by the proclamation of 


martial law in Germany, which was 
regarded as a preliminary to the mobi- 
hzation of the German forces for war. 


Everybody then seemed to settle 
down to await the news that the great 
European powers had decided to en- 
gage 
in a struggle for supremacy. 
There was nothing to give the public 
hope that a general war might be 
evaded.

A decree proclaiming martial law 
and ths prohibition of the publication 
of news of the movements of German 
troops and war materials, was issued 
today. 
The proclamation announces mill- 
tary measures on the frontiers, the 
armed protection of the railroads and 
the restriction 
of telegraphic, postal 
and railroad services, except for mili- 
tary purposes. 
Russian Patriotism Stirred. 
St. Petersburg, July 31.—The popu- 
lation of the Russian capital was 
kept awa.ke throughout the night, and 
the streets resounded with the din of 
patriotic 
demonstrations. 
A quick

Chicago Board of Trade Men Refuse 


to Close Door of Exchange 


Despite Dangers.

Chicago, July 31.—In the face of un- 
precedented war possibilities and-not- 
withstanding chances of failures, the 
cause of the difficulty of final settle- 
ments of July contracts, the Chicago 
board of trade today, through its offi- 
cials, refused to consider for a minute 
any proposal to close the doors of the 
exchange. No suspensions took place, 
one of the largest houses announcing 
that It would receive the transfer of 
any trades which could not otherwise 
be closed. 
Wheat prices fluctuated in a lively 
manner during the opening hour, de- 
clining six and one-eighth, but there- 
after were comparatively steady, clos- 
ing with five and three-quarter to six 
and one-eighth cents net.

MISSTATEMENTS ARE 


CHARGED TO PHIL1PP 


Nils P. Haugen of Tax Commission 


Charges That Candidate Mis- 


represented Facts. 


[SPECIAL 10 TUB GAZETTE] 


Madison, Wis., July 31.—That Bman- 
uel L. Phillpp, stalwart candidate for 
governor, misrepresented facts about 
the valuation of railroad properties by 
the railroad' and tax commission m his 
speech at Burlington July 17, as di- 
rectly quoted In press reports, is the 
substance of a letter made public to- 
day by Nils P. Haugen of the Wiscon- 
sin tax commission. 
Mr: Philipp charged that in making 
their respective valuations the rail- 
road and tax commissions employed 
two sets of experts; that their valua- 
tions disagreed, and one set was paid 
to decide that the others did not know 
their 
business. 
Contradicting Mr. 
Philipp's statements Chairman Hauges 
says there is only one. set of experts, 
the joint engineering staff, only one 
report is made and no double expense 
is incurred. This has always been the 
case, he says, since the two commis- 
sions were organized for the purpose 
of valuing the railroads and other pub- 
lic utilities. The expense is a divided 
charge against the two commissions; 
of late years about one-third being 
charged to the tax commission and 
two-thirds to the railroad commission. 
Mr. Haugen also points out that the 
profits on some railroads are so great 
that the roads could be sold for an 
amount far exceeding the cost of re- 
producing their physical 
properties. 
When this is true the tax commission 
must tax the entire value of the rail- 
road whether represented by physical 
properties or by franchise and in- 
tangible properties. 
Mr. Philipp's statements as reported 
not only charge the commission with 
extravagances, 
when 
Mr. Haugen 
says "in fact they have been securing 
this service in a manifestly economic 
way but they seemed designed to pre- 
pare the way for a campaign such as 
is now being conducted by railroads 
in the state of Washington, for a tax 
valuation on the basis 
of physical 
property only." This plan, he says, 
"would reduce the assessment of the 
more prosperous roads by many mil- 
lion dollars."

of Mrs. Mildred 
Allison- 
Rexroat, Chicago dancing 
teacher, 
near Wayne, 111., on the night of 
September 28, 1913. Only a small 
knot of spectators saw the death 
trap sprung. Those included a score 
of newspaper reporters and photo- 
iraphera from. Chicago papers and a 
lew intimate friends of Sheriff Kuhns 
of Dupage county, who had charge of 
the execution. 
The crime for which Spencer paid 
with his life, his subsequent start- 
ling confession that he had killed 
nearly a score of women in all parts 
of the country and th« apparent 
cheerfulness with which he received 
the verdict of death, attracted nation- 
al interest in his case. Alienists 
and criminologists, even 
admitting 
the strange influence 
exerted 
by 
opium upon Spencer's brain, pro- 
nounced him one of the most remark- 
able criminals of recent years. Mrs. 
Allison-Rexroat who shortly after her 
divorce from her 
flrst 
husband, 
Allison, had married 
Rexroat, 
a 
•oung farmer living near Macomb, 
11., was engaged as a tango teacher 
at a Chicago dancing school. 
She 
boarded an interurban car on the 
night of September 28, for Wayne, 
111., a short distance from Chicago, 
where she had been asked over the 
telephone to start a new class in the 
tango. 
Early the follwing morning 
her body, horribly mangled, was 
found on the railroad tracks near 
Wayne, la a lonely ravine. Close 
examination showed that the tango 
teacher had been slain before her 
body was struck by the train. 
Various clues were run down by 
the police without success and at 
least a dozen suspects were arrested 
before Spencer was taken in custody. 
Then by a queer turn of fate, the man 
who afterward described himself as 
both a "lady-killer" and a "woman- 
hater", was betrayed by a woman to 
whom he offered a $300 diamond ring 
he had taken from the body of the 
murdered woman. 
Lured 
to 
the 
woman's 
home, 
Spencer was trapped and arrested by 
detectives after a desperate struggle. 
His trunk, in a rooming house run 
by a quiet elderly couple on the South 
Side, revealed 
more evidence con- 
necting him with .the crime, and 
under a severe sweating he broke, 
down and confessed. 


Tinder skillfui guidance from the 
police, Spencer a .weak-faced little 
man with rat eyes, recited a remark- 
able crime record. He swore that 
he had killed more than twenty 
persons, mostly women, had robbed 
and asaulted many others, and had 
set fire to a big apartment, causing 
the loss of another life. 


By communicating with authorities 
all over the country, the larger part 
of Spencer's amazing tale was dis- 
credited, .iln a few instances facts 
aparently supported his claims that 
lie had other murdered victims on his 
famous death list. 
While he was 
reciting his story, the Rev. Johnstone 
Meyers of Immanuel Baptist Church, 
came forward to tell that Spencer 
had been a regular atendant at his 
church and had professed to be deep- 
ly interested in church work. Spen- 
cer's trial in the little brick court- 
house here was full of thrills. He 
frequently rose in his seat to de 
nounce the judge, the jury and his 
own attorney in outbursts of profanity. 
Once he knocked his own attorney 
down in open court and his incessant 
cry during the trial was "Let's cut 
this foolishness and put on the 
nectie party. I'm not nutty and I'm 
wiling to be hanged." 
Against Spencer's own confestion 
and incriminating circumstances, the 
defense could ofter only a plea of 
insanity and that Spencer was a 
victim of a police "frameup" and was 
being railroaded to the gallows. The 
jury gave this little 
consideration 
and on .November 14, Spencer was 
found guilty and sentenced to be 
hanged early in December. His at- 
torneys secured a stay of execution 
and took an appeal to the Illinois 
Supreme Court. On June 15, 1914, 
the supreme court affirmed the lower 
court's verdict ruling that evidence 
of Spencer's depravity was not suf- 
ficient to justify the opinion that he 
was insane. 
The 
supreme court 
fixed the execution for today between 
the hours of 9 a. m. and 5 p. m. 
Since 
his 
imprisonment 
here, 
Spencer has read the Bible daily, 
and has had weekly talks with church 
workers. He has not changed his 
early declarations that he waa ready 
and -willing to die.
